of ties to eastern Intelligence but there is really nothing that is substantial. | 
MUELLER is well known to Bonn because of his dealings with CL LLJ and our files | 
contain no additional informat ion. RADEMACHER has been on the CATTDE payroll 1 
since 1962 and is run by RECHENHERO. We have no post-1962 information in the l 
RADEMACHER file. 

2. Munich files contain the following traces on Francois CENCUD 
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'“'a) FROB 1411, July 1958 : FRAN FROB traces at that time showed 

OENOUD to be Swiss literary agent who helped CARAVEL to escape into 
Switzerland after CARAVEL defected, from the Abwehr in Belgium during 
World War II. Information dated 1955 indicated that OENOUD sold 
"HITLER’s Table Conversations" to the FLN4MARX0N Publishing Company 
in Paris* having acquired the power of attorney from the exeoutore 
of Martin BCfWANN’s estate.
